“Great changes have taken place 
in the trust company 


Following are high-lights from the 
addresses given at the 58th annual 
meeting of National Trust Company 
by J. G. Hungerford, President, and 
Harry H. Wilson, Vice-President and 
General Manager. 


Assets Exceed $500,000,000 


1955 proved to be thé most prosperous 
year in Canada’s history. These gen- 
erally prosperous conditions” are -re= 
flected in the annual report of National 
Trust Company's operations. For the 
first time, total assets under adminis- 
tration exceed half a billion dollars. 

This past year the Company was 
called on to administer more estates, 
more trusts and more agencies than 
in any other year in its history, and 
the number of wills made by the living 
which appoint the Company executor 
reached a new high.

Relief from Succession Duties 


The inflation of recent years has had 
a marked effect on the living standards 
of those who depend on the intome 
from small and moderate sized estates, 
Some measure of relief can be afforded 
in the future if the succession duty 
exemptions allowed on such estates 
are increased substantially. 

At the present timesuccession duties 
take far too big a slice out of small 
estates, and it would not seem un- 
reasonable to suggest an exemption of 

75,000 in place of the present ex- 
emption of $50,000 on all estates which 
are left to widows and children or 
others in what is generally referred to 
as the “preferred class” of beneficiaries. 


Need for Review of Wills 
Time brings about changes not only 
in business affairs and family circum- 
stances but in tax laws and govern- 
mental regulations as well. This gives 
emphasis to the need for a frequent 
review of one’s will to ensure that it 
will do what it is intended to do at the 
least possible cost to the beneficiaries.

NATIVE WELCOME 

Mrs. Collett is happily antict- 
pating her return. ““We won't 
have a momen: to ourselves for 
the first few days,” she says. 
“The people will follow us to 
6ur home. many bringing gifts 
of hand-woven baskets filled 
with garden produce. Around 
each basket will be a row of 
Ieaves, indicating that it is a 
g.ft and not for sale.” 

The Colletts have been more 
@ager to return since they re 
ceived a letter from Daniel, their 
former native houseboy 

In his letter, Daniel wrote 
that the people are anxiously 
Rwaiti: g their arrival 
~ Daniel was obviously more 
than a servant to the Colletis 
Birs. Collett is procd when she 
tells how, through their mission 
he became first a teacher, then 
@ pastor 

“He went away to bible school 
for the latter training,” she said 
“And when he returned he was 
so fine that he soon worked -his 
way to the position of head 
pastor.” 

When Rev. and Mrs. Collett 
first went to Ruanda-Urundi 
they found the people living in 
grass huts, eating with their 
fingers and unable to read or 
write.

Spokesrgen for both parties 
said today they are determined 
to “get to the bottom” of re 
ports that all is not going well 
on the project, which is a min- 
ing assistance road, under the 
Department of Mines. 


The road so far has cost 
about $750,000, About 48 miles 
have been constructed, out of a 
total length of about 350 miles. 

Both opposition parties have 
discussed the issues in caucus 
several times since the House 
opened January 17. 

The only. outward sign of 
their interest came Tuesday, 
when several questions concern- 
ing the road were placed on the 
order paper by Liberal Bruce 
Brown, of Prince Rupert 


The road comes under the 


|jurisdiction of Lands, Forests;

Contractor on the job in the 
1954 and 1955 construction 
seasons was Wade and Wells 
Co, Ltd. formerly of Trail.

It is understood the contract 
is on a “cost plus 10 per cent™ 
basis for materials, and a rental 
basis for equipment.
